To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  to  the  Members  of  the 
Legislature,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania- 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Criminal  Insane  has  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  for  your 
information  and  consideration,  its  report  for  the  two 
fiscal  years  ending  May  31, 1920,  as  required  by  lav/. 

In  order  to  properly  place  before  you  the  work  ac- 
complished at  this  Hospital  during  this  period  of  time,  we 
feel  obliged  to  submit  a  more  comprehensive  and  lengthy 
report  than  heretofore. 

Under  the  Act  of  incorporation  of  this  Hospital  it  was 
provided,  inter  alia,  as  follows :  "For  the  selection  of  a 
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site  and  the  eredion  of  a  State  Hospital  for  the  treatment 
and  care  of  the  criminal  insane,"  that  "whenever  the  said 
Hospital  shall  have  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  proper 
care  of  a  larger  number  of  insane  patients  than  has  been 
committed  to  it,  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  shall  have  authority  to  transfer  to  the 
said  Hospital  patients  from  any  other  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  giving  the  preference  in  all  cases  to  those 
patients  having  known  criminal  tendencies,"  Therefore, 
in  accordance  with  this  provision,  there  have  recently  been 
transferred  to  this  Hospital  145  patients,  who  are  not 
classified  as  criminal  insane.  Fifty-two  of  these  patients 
came  from  Blockley  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  to  relieve  the 
overcrowded  condition,  existing  there,  which  had  grown  to 
serious  proportions.  Forty-eight  patients  were  received 
from  "Retreat"  Central  Poor  District  Hospital,  Luzerne  Co., 
also  due  to  a  serious  condition  existing  in  that  Hospital 
on  account  of  a  strike  among  its  nurses  and  attend- 
ants for  higher  wages.  The  remaming  patients  of  this 
class  were  received  from  the  other  State  Hospitals.  At 
the  time  we  were  asked  to  relieve  these  tmfortunate  con- 
ditions we  already  had  a  population  far  in  excess  of  our 
present  capacity.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  by  utiliz- 
ing every  available  space,  we  were  able  to  accommodate 
them.  This  overcrowded  condition  of  our  institution 
therefore,  brings  up  the  necessity  of  its  early  completion. 

Under  the  title  "Additions  and  Improvements"  in  this 
report,  we  have  set  forth  more  at  length  and  in  detail,  the 
necessity  for  the  completion  of  this  Hospital.  We  trust  that 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  the  Legislature  will  see 
the  wisdom  of  recommending,  at  a  date  as  early  as  possible, 
an  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  complete  the  institu- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  original  plans,  in  order  that 
the  work  undertaken  shall  be  accomplished  and  carried 
on  as  contemplated. 

LAND 

The  property  of  the  Hospital  consists  of  1397  acres.  Of 
this  number  there  are  about  307  acres  of  cleared  land  under 
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the  plow.  In  the  original  grant  to  the  State  by  deed  from 
the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Company  there  were  164  acres. 
Subsequently  there  were  two  other  grants  amounting  to 
785  acres.  We  have  acquired  by  purchase  44S  acres.  The 
original  grant  contained  only  52  acres  ready  for  the  plow. 
All  this  has  been  cultivated,  together  with  276  additional 
acres,  which  have  been  cleared  by  inmate  labor.  We  are 
of  the  opinion  that  we  can  clear  sufficient  woodland  to  give 
us  about  700  acres  more.  Just  how  many  should  be  placed 
in  shape  for  cultivation  depends  upon  circumstances  and 
conditions  which  the  future  will  develop.  One  thing  is 
sure  and  that  is,  that  we  earnestly  desire  to  produce  as 
nearly  as  we  can  all  grains  and  farm  products  that  we 
need  for  hospital  purposes.  Especially  we  desire  to 
do  this  if  we  can  furnish  the  inmate  labor  to  perform  the 
work.  If  we  can  accomplish  ninety-five  per  cent  of  this 
work  with  our  inmate  labor  we  believe  it  will  not  only  be 
a  great  benefit  to  our  patients,  but  also  help  reduce 
our  cost  of  maintenance. 

There  are  two  farms  of  about  425  acres  and  three 
small  properties,  which  are  adjacent  to  the  Hospital  ground, 
which  we  believe  the  State  should  acquire  to  square  our 
property  and  thus  extend  the  boundary  line  of  our 
land  to  the  country  roads.  The  cost  of  these  properties 
would  be  insignificant  and  they  can  readily  be  acquired. 
Standing  timber  on  one  of  these  properties,  consisting  of 
chestnut  trees,  which  if  sold  for  props  in  the  mines, 
would  almost  pay  for  its  cost.  We  have  many  acres  con- 
taining chestnut  trees,  which  have  been  affected  with  the 
blight  and  are  rapidly  deteriorating  in  value.  Upon  the 
advice  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Forestry,  we  have  un- 
dertaken the  task  of  cutting  these  trees  and  disposing  of 
them  to  the  coal  companies  in  close  proximity  to  the  Hos- 
pital for  mine  props.  It  is  estimated  that  we  will  be  able 
to  dispose  of  approximately  $25,000  worth  of  these  props, 
the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  turned  over  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  the  timber  thus  saved  from  further  decay 
will  become  an  asset  to  the  State. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  this  Hospital  is  taken,  from 
springs,  many  of  which  empty  into  what  is  known  as  Cold 
Spring,  which  covers  about  6,000  square  feet  of  ground 
and  has  a  capacity  of  600,000  gallons,  not  over  five  feet 
deep,  and  empties  by  gravity  into  a  reservoir  con- 
^ruded  by  your  Board  several  years  ago,  which  has  a 
capacity  of  one  million  six  hundred  thousand  gallons  of 
water.  This  is  our  main  reservoir,  and  the  only  subsidiary 
reservoir  we  have.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  into  the 
buildings  from  this  reservoir.  What  is  known  as  Cold 
Spring,  which  has  been  mentioned  herein,  in  a  very  dry 
summer  or  season  of  drought,  is  very  apt  to  lessen  its 
supply  to  the  extent  that  several  times  during  the  last 
eight  years  we  were  compelled  to  look  elsewhere  for  our 
additional  supply,  which  we  did  chiefly  by  sinking  wells. 

We  have  situated  on  the  northwest  line  of  our  property 
a  pond,  which,  however,  more  resembles  a  large  lake, 
and  which  is  called  "No.  7  Pond."  It  is  on  our  land 
and  comprises  about  twenty  acres  covered  with  water. 
While  your  Board  had  a  survey  made  of  the  property  first 
donated  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Railroad,  it  has 
never  had  survey  made  of  the  tract  which  would 
cover  several  hundred  acres  of  land  conveyed  by  the  sec- 
ond deed  to  the  State.  It  was  always  claimed  by  bur  late 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Fitzsimmons,  that  the  land  and  water 
constituting  this  pond  belonged  to  the  Hospital,  notwith- 
standing the  Crystal  Lake  Water  Company  and  its 
successors,  the  Consolidated  Water  Supply  Company 
claimed  ownership  since  1868  under  a  long-term  lease  of 
the  D.  &  H.  Co.,  which  had  built  a  dam  across  the  west- 
ernmost end  of  the  same  to  impound  the  water  for  the 
supply  of  other  ponds  and  reservoirs  owned  by  that  com- 
pany, from  which  the  city  of  Carbondale  was  supplied 
with  water.  In  1915  this  section  of  the  country  having 
suffered  a  severe  drought.  Cold  Spring  and  the  reservoirs 
were  nearly  empty.  Under  the  stress  of  circumstances  it 
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was  thought  advisable  that  inasmuch  as  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Railroad  Company  had  years  ago  built  a  Ime 
of  pipe  from  Cold  Spring  to  No.  7  Pond  and  used  the  water 
for  its  locomotives,  it  would  be  proper  that  we 
should  install  an  engine  and  pump  the  water  as  the  Rail- 
road Company  had  done  in  former  years. 

This  was  done  and  water  began  to  flow  from  No.  7 
Pond  into  our  reservoir.  The  pumping  had  proceeded 
for  a  short  time,  only  a  few  weeks,  when  to  our  great 
surprise  the  Consolidated  Water  Supply  Company  caused 
the  dam  and  gates  in  said  Pond  to  be  opened  and  the  Pond 
in  a  short  time  was  drained.  We  were  compelled  to  drive 
three  artesian  wells  to  secure  immediate  relief.  This  was 
done  and  they  responded  to  our  call  and  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  supply  present  needs  and  also  re- 
lieved us  of  any  anxiety  for  the  future.  As  a  per- 
manent supply,  however,  we  readily  saw  they  would  not 
do.  We  therefore  took  up  negotiations  with  the  Water 
Company  for  rates  on  such  quantity  as  we  might  use, 
at  the  same  time  disputing  their  ownership  and  right  to 
use  either  the  land  or  the  water  that  covered  it.  Terms 
were  agreed  upon  and  the  Hospital  immediately  employed 
counsel  to  contest  the  claim  of  the  Water  Company. 

The  dispute  over  this  vv^ater  supply  began  in  October, 
1912,  and  counsel  on  both  sides  agreed  upon  a  case  stated, 
which  was  presumed  to  set  forth  all  the  facts  in  dispute 
and  muniments  of  title.  This  case  stated  was  filed  in  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Wayne  County,  April  15,  1916. 

The  case  was  referred  by  Judge  Searle  to  Judge 
Barber  of  the  56th  Judicial  District,  who  decided  the 
case  against  the  Hospital. 

From  this  decision  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Superior 
Court,  which  on  May  7,  1917,  reversed  the  decision  of  the 
lower  Court  and  sustained  the  contention  of  the  Hospital. 
''66  Sup.  Court,  page  610." 

An  attempt  was  then  made  by  the  Water  Company 
to  remove  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  but  it  was  rcr 
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fused  and  final  decree  was  made  in  favor  of  this  Hos- 
pital. 

Notwithstanding  this  decree  in  our  favor,  on  Septem- 
ber 8, 1917,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  the  Water  Company 
opened  the  gates  of  No.  7  Reservoir,  leaving  the  water  out, 
which  reduced  the  same  to  such  a  point  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  pump  any  to  the  Institution. 

A  preliminary  mandatory  injunction  was  granted  by 
Judge  Searle,  which  compelled  the  Water  Company  to 
close  the  gates  of  the  Reservoir,  and  this  injunction  was 
continued  until  final  hearing. 

Judge  Senile  then  referred  the  case  to  Judge  Smith  of 
Susquehanna  County,  who  after  full  hearing  and  argument 
decided  on  May  20, 1919,  that  the  Hospital  had  a  fee 
simple  right  of  ownership  in  the  land  and  water  compris- 
ing the  Reservoir  and  awarded  $3,600  damages  for  the 
illegal  acts  committed  by  the  Water  Company. 

From  this  decision,  an  appeal  was  then  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  which  on  April  20,  1920,  affirmed 
decision  of  the  lower  Court 

This  decision  appears  in  No.  267  Penn'a  State  Reports, 
page  29. 

We  congratulate  the  State  upon  the  successful  termi- 
nation of  the  litigation  involved  in  these  cases  and  the 
water  rights  secured  thereunder  to  the  Hospital.  The 
ownership  by  the  State  of  a  water  shed  on  top  of  the 
Moosic  mountains  is  an  invaluable  asset  the  value  of  which 
to  this  Institution  cannot  be  measured  by  dollars  and  cents. 

MEDICAL  STAFF 

During  the  past  two  years  since  the  Hospital  Medical 
Staff  was  installed,  we  have  suffered  loss  by  the  death  of 
Dr.  Thomas  C.  Fitzsimmons,  the  first  Superintendent  of 
this  Hospital  and  whose  sterling  worth  and  character  are 
hereinafter  particularly  mentioned,  and  Dr.  George  G.  Gill 
who  died  in  the  midst  of  the  rage  of  the  plague,  influenza, 
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while  administering  as  physician,  nurse  and  friend  to  over 
one  hundred  and  fifty-two  sick  patients.  He  never  thought 
of  himself  in  his  work  to  alleviate  the  pain  and  suffering 
of  those  entrusted  to  his  care  and  died  a  "martyr  to  the 
cause".  It  is  the  thought  of  our  Board  to  erect  memorial 
tablets  in  the  Hospital  in  appreciation  of  the  sterling  char- 
acter and  services  of  these  two  physicians. 

We  are  obliged  to  report  that  Dr.  Walter  R.  Krauss 
who  came  to  the  Hospital  from  "Blockley",  Philadelphia, 
in  1916,  where  he  was  considered  one  of  its  ablest  staff 
officers,  was  obliged  on  account  of  private  family  matters 
to  notify  us  that  he  is  reluctantly  compelled  to  resign  his 
position  and  return  to  Philadelphia  this  coming  October. 
Dr.  Krauss  is  well  fitted  for  the  line  of  special  work  he  has 
chosen  in  his  profession,  and  we  shall  regretfully  part  with 
his  services.  No  doubt,  a  brilliant  future  is  before  him> 
He  will  take  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Superintendent,  and  all  other 
officials,  employees  and  patients. 

In  the  fall  of  1918,  when  we  were  in  dire  distress  and 
suffering  for  help  to  care  for  our  patients  who  were  strick- 
en with  the  "influenza",  there  came  to  our  assistance  from 
Philadelphia  a  young  physician  who  rendered  excellent 
service  and  won  our  thanks— Dr.  Clark  B.  Holbrook. 
After  the  terrible  plague.  Dr.  Holbrook  was  appointed  by 
the  Board  to  the  position  of  second  assistant  physician,  on 
the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Lynch,  Superintendent.  During 
the  absence  of  Dr.  Krauss  with  the  anny  in  France,  having 
been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  until  he  was  discharged, 
Dr.  Holbrook  was  made  first  assistant  physician.  On 
the  return  of  Dr.  Krauss,  however,  he  was  again  trans- 
ferred to  the  post  of  second  assistant  physician,  which  he 
now  holds. 

STEWARD 

A  new  feature  of  book-keeping  has  been  introduced  in 
addition  to  the  regular  system  required,  by  which  a  series 
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of  stock  books  reveal  a  daily  inventory  of  all  the  personal 
property  owned  by  the  institution.   These  books  are  posted 
by  the  steward  each  day.   In  the  first  place,  these  stock 
ledgers  consist  of  a  strong  corduroy  and  leather  binder 
with  loose  leaf  attachment  arranged  and  grouped  under 
general   heading  index  tabs,  for  instance,  "Groceries 
and     Provisions,"    "Kitchen    Utensils,"    "China  and 
Glass,"  etc.   Each  article  of  groceries  and  provisions  and 
kitchen  utensils  is  numbered  beginning  with  number  one 
and  ending  with  the  last  article  no  matter  how  many  num- 
bers there  may  be,  although  we  believe  no  special  headmg 
will  run  more  than  fifty  numbers,  and  probably  the  head- 
ing most  numerous  in  numbers  is  "Groceries  and  Provis- 
ions" consisting  of  155  numbers.  Farm  implements  is  a 
title,  also  Livestock.  These  books  will  show  each  day  the 
kind  and  quantities  of  all  supplies  on  hand,  such  as  coffee, 
sugar,  flour,  rice,  barley,  apple  butter,  prunes,  etc.,  also  the 
exact  number  of  cooking  utensils,  crockery  and  farming 
implements,  horses,  cows,  etc..  and  as  stated  above,  every 
piece  of  personal  property  regardless  of  kind  and  quantity, 
and  no  matter  for  what  purpose  it  may  be  used.  These 
books  also  show  at  the  same  time  the  day  the  last  requisi- 
tioned article  and  quantity  thereof  was  honored  and  the 
quantity  or  number  remaining,  if  any,  no  matter  what  it 
maybe.   In  other  words,  these  volumes  will  show  im- 
mediately a  complete  inventory  of  all  the  personal  property 
owned  by  the  Hospital.  They  can  be  posted  every  day  by 
one  man  within  a  period  of  two  hours'  time.  They  are 
posted  from  reports  containing  a  list  of  articles,  etc., 
handed  to  the  steward  by  the  heads  of  the  various  depart- 
ments who  have  occasion  to  use  the  same.  For  instance, 
the  store-keeper  gives  him  a  daily  list  of  all  supplies  issued 
from  the  store  room  to  the  chef  or  any  other  person  au- 
thorized to  receive  them.   The  outside  foreman  also  gives 
his  list  to  the  steward  for  all  new  articles  of  personal 
property  which  from  time  to  time  come  into  his  possession, 
and  are  required  for  his  work.  The  system  is  a  labor 
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saving  device  and  also  encourages  economy.  It  has  given 
great  satisfaction,  and  will  remain  as  a  permanent  feature 
in  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 

;  SCHOOL 

We  have  purchased  forty  second-hand  school  desks 
and  seats;  also  a  large  black-board  and  teacher's  desk  and 
chair,  and  we  propose  to  open  a  school  to  teach  those 
patients  who  have  signified  their  desire  to  be  taught,  and 
as  many  others  who  need  education  as  we  can  possibly 
persuade  to  become  pupils.  Through  the  kindness  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  of  Philadelphia,  we  acknowledge  with 
thanks  the  gift  of  a  large  number  of  volumes  of  elementary 
school  books.  These  volumes,  while  they  have  been  in 
use,  do  not  show  much  wear,  and  will  serve  the  same  pur- 
pose as  though  they  were  new.  We  expect  to  be  able  to 
furnish  sufficient  teachers  from  our  employes  and  patients 
to  carry  on  the  work.  Thus  far  we  have  thirty  patients, 
who  have  consented  to  become  pupils.  Many  of  them  will 
start  with  learning  the  alphabet;  others  will  begin  to  spell, 
and  some  to  read.  It  is  astonishing  to  find  such  a  large 
number  of  illiterate  men  among  the  criminal  insane  classes. 
For  instance,  in  a  population  of  550,  we  have  approximate- 
ly fifty  patients  who  were  never  taught  to  read  or  write, 
and  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain  twenty-five  who  never  went 
to  school  What  an  education  would  have  done  for  many 
of  them,  if  they  could  have  acquired  one,  we  can  only  con- 
jecture. The  presumption  is  as  to  many  of  them  that  if 
they  had  been  reared  in  a  different  environment  from  that 
in  which  they  were  they  would  have  been  stronger 
mentally  and  perhaps  self-sustaining.  , 

V  ; UBRARY 

We  regret  we  do  not  possess  a  real  library.  We  have, 
however,  about  four  hundred  miscellaneous  volumes,  con- 
sisting mostly  of  medical  works  and  a  few  volumes  on 
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history,  fiction,  science  and  art  These  were  acquired  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Thomas  C.  Fitzsimmons,  the  first 
Superintendent  of  this  Hospital.  With  the  increasing  pop- 
ulation we  feel  the  greater  is  the  necessity  for  increasing 
the  number  of  our  volumes.  These  books  are  used  by  both 
employes  and  patients.  We  hope  to  add  to  the  number 
on  our  shelves  during  the  coming  year.  Our  Chief  Super- 
visor acts  as  Librarian. 

TEXTILE  INDUSTRIAL  PLANT 

FOR 

"OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY" 

Whether  or  not,  in  the  course  of  time,  a  hospital  can 
become  wholly  self-sustaining  or  even  to  the  extent 
of  80  or  90  per  cent,  thereof,  we  do  not  know;  nor 
have  we  ever  heard  that  such  a  fact  has  been  proven 
by  any  other  institution.  One  thing  we  can  say,  and  that 
is  that  it  will  do  no  harm  to  endeavor  to  bring  about 
such  a  condition.  By  self-sustaining,  we  mean,  that  if  by 
inmate  labor  we  can  produce,  grow  and  manufacture  com- 
modities and  articles  of  every  kind  and  description  suffi- 
cient and  necessary  to  maintain  the  Hospital,  the  cost  of 
maintenance  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  This  problem 
we  have  never  heard  very  much  discussed  outside  of  our 
own  Board;  but  is  one,  we  think,  which  should  concern 
every  person  engaged  in  this  work.  We  realize  the  greater 
the  number  of  patients  that  we  can  train  and  educate  to 
work,  the  greater  the  benefit  to  the  patients  mentally  and 
physically.  "Occupational  Therapy"  is  what  the  Physicians 
call  treatment  by  work.  We  believe  that  suitable  work 
is  the  best  medicine  that  can  be  prescribed  for  the  majority 
of  our  patients.  The  first  difficulty  to  overcome  is  to  con- 
vince the  patients  that  they  should  work,  arid  if  this  is 
accomplished,  the  next  proposition  is  to  find  the  particular 
employment  each  can  perform  and  that  will  attract  and 
please  him.  While  a  large  number  of  our  patients  are 
engaged  in  manual  labor  about  the  Hospital  buildings,  the 
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brick  plant,  farm,  cow  barns,  oxen  and  horse  stables,  the 
chickery,  piggery,  etc.,  in  order  to  give  more  room  for  em- 
ployment, we  began  about  eight  months  ago  to  install  in 
the  basement  of  Ward  G,  a  textile  industrial  plant  and 
there  are  now  in  operation  four  looms,  a  beaming  frame 
and  winding  frame,  one  hand  carpet  weaving  machine,  a 
machine  for  making  slippers  and  two  stocking  machines. 
Within  the  past  year  we  have  made,  although  operating  on 
half  time  only,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  yam  and  other 
material  necessary,  and  high  co^  thereof,  the  following:—

We  have  ju^  in^alled  the  slipper  machine  and  have 
made  60  pairs  (worth  75  cents)  at  a  co^  of  45  cents  per  pair. 
We  have  also  ju^  begim  to  make  brushes  and  have  turned 
out  one  dozen  floor  brushes,  worth  $2,  at  a  co^  of  50  cents 
a  brush. 

We  have  also  made  over  five  thousand  garments  for 
patients.  This  work  has  all  been  performed  by  inmate 
labor  except  the  foreman,  who  also  acts  as  an  attendant, 
and  is  paid  a  moderate  salary.  This  mdustry  needs  more 
and  better  equipment,  such  as  larger  improved  power  looms 
for  textiles  and  carpets;  also  machinery  for  knitting  under- 
clothes. If  we  are  granted  sufficient  funds  to  prop- 
erly equip  this  plant,  we  believe  we  can  weave  all  the 
cloth  and  other  materials  for  clothing  for  all  the  insane 
hospitals  in  the  state;  also  all  goods,  such  as  toweling,  bed 
linen,  ticking,  underclothes,  nightgowns,  blankets,  etc.,  that 
they  may  require.  This  plant,  as  now  constructed,  is  oper. 
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ated  entirely  by  inmate  labor,  plus  one  salaried  employe, 
who  is  the  foreman  and  acts  also  as  an  attendant 

It  was  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  find  patients, 
who  have  been  with  us  for  a  long  time,  and  would  not 
work,  attracted  by  this  industry,  not  only  become 
willing  but  anxious  to  be  employed  therein,  although,  as 
stated,  before  they  could  not  be  convinced  that  varied 
employments,  which  had  been  offered  them  and  every  in- 
ducement had  been  urged  upon  them  to  try  and  move 
them  out  of  their  condition  of  lethargy  and  idleness,  if 
accepted,  would  improve  their  condition.  Having  seen 
this  happen  with  our  own  eyes,  we  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  we  hesitate  to  say  we  have  any  patient,  who 
is  so  far  impaired  in  his  mentality,  that  it  is  a  hopeless 
task  to  endeavor  to  convince  him  that  work  is  the  medicine 
he  needs,  and  is  better  for  his  condition  than  anything  else 
we  can  do  for  him.  Some  of  the  most  violent  and  trouble- 
some patients  we  have  ever  known,  when  once  convinced 
they  should  work,  now  seldom  miss  a  day  at  their  employ- 
ment, and  have  improved  mentally  and  physically  to  an 
extent  that  seems  incredible,  but  nevertheless  such  is  the 
fact.  To  accomplish  this  requires  kindness,  cleanliness, 
energy  and  constant  work  on  the  part  of  our  Superinten- 
dent, his  assistant  physicians  and  attendants,  and  unless 
they  approach  their  task  with  their  whole  heart  and  soul 
in  their  work,  it  never  could  be  successful.  We  are  glad 
to  say  that  our  officials  and  employes  have  taken  up  this 
line  of  "Occupational  Therapy"  in  the  proper  spirit  and 
they  are  bound  to  achieve  success. 

AMUSEMENTS  AND  RECREATION 

We  have  no  amusement  hall  such  as  every  Hospital 
should  possess.  We  are,  therefore,  obliged  to  provide 
such  entertainment  for  our  patients  as  our  surroundings 
will  permit.  We  have  organized  a  brass  band  and  also  a 
string  orchestra,  which  are  a  credit  to  the  Hospital  and  of 
course  afford  entertainment  much  appreciated.  We  also 
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have  moving  pictures  in  an  improvised  room  in  our  base- 
ment. These  cannot  be  exhibited  too  often  and  especially 
when  we  are  able  to  select  attractive  and  entertaining  pic- 
tures. We  have  two  very  fine  pool  tables  and  a  skee-ball 
game  that  are  enjoyed  by  patients  and  guards.  The  smaller 
games,  such  as  checkers,  cards  and  dominoes  are  always 
available  and  have  their  special  admirers. 

BRICK  PLANT  AND  CLAY. 

While  the  brick  plant,  started  three  years  ago,  has 
been  so  enlarged  that  we  can  produce  about  one  million 
bricks  a  year,  we  hope  to  receive  enough  money 
for  increasing  its  capacity  to  at  least  three  million 
a  year. 

We  have  tested  out  the  clay  so  far  as  the  manufactur- 
ing of  terra  cotta  pipe,  brick  and  hollow  tile  are  concerned, 
and  find  that  it  consists  of  a  very  fine  quality.  We  pro- 
pose to  ask  that  a  sufficient  sum  shall  be  included  in  the 
next  budget  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  brick  plant 
and  to  build  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  terra  cotta 
pipe  and  hollow  tile. 

We  shipped  during  the  past  year,  for  the  payment  of 
"freight  on  board"  only,  to  the  State  Institution  for  Feeble- 
Minded  and  Epileptics  for  Eastern  Pennsylvania,  at  Spring 
City,  195,000  bricks;  to  the  Homeopathic  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  Allentown,  30,000  bricks;  to  the  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  for  the  Southeastern  District,  Norristown, 
250,000  bricks,  and  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital, Harrisburg,  127,000  bricks.  We  have  on  hand  at 
present  690,965  bricks,  and  we  are  perfectly  willing  to  aid 
our  sister  institutions  in  this  respect  to  the  extent  of  our 
ability. 

In  the  manufacture  of  these  bricks  we  would  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  but  two  paid  employes 
in  this  department,  who  are  supposed  to  understand  the 
business  of  manufacturing  brick,  and  at  the  same  time 
serve  in  the  capacity  of  attendants  to  the  large  number  of 
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patients  engaged  in  the  work.  The  average  cost  of  pro- 
duction to  the  Institution  since  we  began  to  make  them 
has  been  $3.35  per  thousand.  They  are  worth  in  the  mar- 
ket today  about  twenty  to  twenty-five  dollars  a  thousand. 
We  have  had  samples  of  the  clay  tested  from  which  they 
are  made,  and  it  is  pronounced  to  be  of  the  highest  quality. 
The  last  analysis  just  made  by  William  C.  Robinson,  A.  M., 
M.  D.,  Chemist  to  the  Chemical  Laboratory  of  the  Bureau 
of  Health  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  reveals  that  in  ad- 
dition to  the  manufacturing  of  brick  and  drain  tile,  this 
material  can  be  used  for  filler  in  pipe  joint  compound, 
loader  for  mastics,  and  general  roofing  materials.  As  to 
the  quantity  of  the  clay,  a  bore  hole  shows  that  it  exists  to 
a  depth  of  twenty-six  feet,  and  the  quality  seems  to  improve 
with  the  depth  instead  of  deteriorating.  It  also  underlies 
an  area  of  approximately  35  acres  of  land  and  it  has  been 
estimated  it  will  furnish  sufficient  clay  for  all  purposes  for 
the  next  fifty  years  or  more.       /  : 

■     :  BARNS  AND  STABLES 

When  the  Hospital  property  was  acquired  it  contained 
several  old  bams  and  stables.  While  they  were  in  a  di- 
lapidated condition  and  too  small  for  our  requirements,  we 
thought  it  a  matter  of  economy  to  rebuild,  repair  and 
adapt  them  to  present  purposes.  This  has  been  done  to 
the  extent  that  we  now  have  accommodations  for  eleven 
horses,  eight  oxen,  forty-five  cows  and  twenty  heifers.  We 
propose,  as  our  herd  of  cattle  increases,  to  make  such  ad- 
ditions as  may  be  necessary  until  we  receive  an  appropria- 
tion to  build  a  modem  structure.  We  have  two  silos, 
which  were  attached  to  the  bams  when  the  property  was 
acquired.  We  should  have  double  this  capacity. 

CATTLE 

We  have  twenty-four  grade  milk-cows  and  eleven 
heifers.   This  is  not  sufficient  for  our  needs.   We  should 
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have  at  least  one  hundred  head  to  supply  our  present 
needs;  and  we   believe  we  should   produce   all  the 
milk  to  supply  the   Hospital  for    all   purposes  and 
have   sufficient  cream   to  make  all  the  butter  we 
require   for  the  year.     In  the   spring    months  of 
the    year,  when  the  pasture    is   new    and  fresh, 
we  should  make  butter  sufficient  for  immediate  purposes 
and  also  be  able  to  pack  in  firkins,  and  place  in  cold  storage, 
enough  to  supply  us  all  winter.  This,  we  believe,  is  one 
of  the  food  products  that  will  help  us  reduce  our  cost  of 
maintenance,  especially  if  we  should  be  able  to  raise  all 
the  grain  and  hay  required  to  supply  our  cattle,  presuming 
of  course  that  we  can  do  so  at  a  less  cost  than  the  market 
price,  the  work  being  accomplished  with  mmate  labor. 
We  should  have  today  at  least  one  hundred  head  of  milk 
cows  and  plenty  of  young  heifers  growing  into  maturity. 
It  is  a  problem  to  so  regulate  this  feature  of  the  plant, 
which  requires  thought  and  attention  to  put  it  on  an 
economic  basis,  and  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  show 
better  results.  We  have  placed  on  the  mountain  side  six- 
teen head  of  Aberdeen  Angus  beef -cattle  as  a  nucleus  of  a 
herd  that  should  number  at  least  one  hundred.  We  expect 
to  obtain  sufficient  in  number  to  supply  all  beef  required. 
These  cattle,  from  spring  until  late  in  the  fall,  cost  prac- 
tically very  little  as  they  live  in  field  and  pasture  on  what 
nature  gives  until  the  late  fall.  They  nurture  their 
young   and   protect   them   without    assistance.  Just 
when  the  herd  will  be  large  enough  in  number  to  begin  to 
supply  our  wants,  will  depend  upon  how  fast  we  can  afford 
to  increase  its  size,  and  this  will  be  entirely  controlled  by 
our  financial  condition.  We  beUeve  when  we  can  supply 
our  own  beef,  we  will  reduce  our  cost  of  maintenance,  and 
it  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  we  have  undertaken 
the  task.  We  shall  see  later  on  just  what  we  can  do. 

Under  this  caption  it  might  not  be  out  of  order  to  say 
that  we  have  fenced  in  ten  acres  or  more  of  woodland  and 
have  placed  on  them  nine  head  of  deer,  sent  to  us  by  the 
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State  Game  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  raising  some 
of  these  animals  for  the  Commission  to  assist  in 
stocking  the  State  Game  Preserves.  We  expect  very  soon 
to  extend  the  territory  for  their  park,  and  thus  be  able  to 
take  care  of  the  increase  of  the  herd. 

We  have  communicated  with  Mr.  Gifford  Pinchot,  the 
Commissioner  of  Forestry,  and  expressed  our  willingness 
to  set  aside  land  and  plant  trees  for  the  use  of  the  State  to 
any  extent  that  he  may  desire. 

■    '   ^   ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  plans  for  the  complete  institution  were  duly  ap- 
proved November  12,  1907,  thirteen  years  ago,  and  we  had 
every  reason  to  believe  that  long  before  this  time  we  would 
have  witnessed  the  completion  of  the  entire  plant.  Instead 
thereof,  we  have  completed  today,  as  estimated  by  the  arch- 
itect, sixty-two  per  cent,  of  the  entire  Hospital.  We  have 
erected  the  following  buildings,  which  are  occupied  today, 
viz:  Loggia  "C",  Custodial  Wards  "D",  "F".  "G"  and  "H", 
Disturbed  Ward  "J",  Dining  Room  "KI",  Kitchen  "L", 
Infirmary  "O",  part  of  Laundry  "T",  part  of  Power  House 
"V",  Ice  House  "W",  Industrial  Building  "X",  two  addi- 
tions to  the  Attendants'  House  and  a  residence  for  the 
Superintendent. 

We  still  have  to  build,  according  to  the  plans,  Admin- 
istration Building  "A",  Receiving  Office  and  Corridor  "B", 
Dining  Room  "KII",  Bakery  "M",  Additional  Ward  "N", 
part  of  Laundry  "T",  Workshop  "U",  part  of  Power 
House  "V",  and  the  corridors  connecting  the  Loggia  and 
wards  to  the  dining  rooms. 

This  delay  in  completing  the  Hospital  is  due  to  the 
f adt  that  those  in  authority  have  not  furnished  the  necessary 
money.  The  Legislature  of  1919  appropriated  $100,000 
for  the  erection  of  Ward  "N".  The  lowest  bid  received 
was  $209,239.  Your  Board  then  undertook  to  perform  the 
work  on  the  advice  of  the  architect  that  it  could  be  done 
if  a  certain  portion  thereof  only  was  undertaken;  having 
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also  received  an  opinion  from  the  Attorney  General  that 
we  had  the  privilege  to  do  so  if  we  desired.  Prices,  of  ma- 
terials and  labor,  however,  instead  of  becoming  station- 
ary or  lower,  kept  on  soaring  so  that,  when  we  had  accom- 
plished the  work  of  digging  part  of  the  cellar  and  were 
ready  to  build  the  foundations,  the  architect  advised  us  to 
cease  work  for  fear  we  could  not  finish  it  within  the 
amount  appropriated.  This  we  did.  We  hope  to  have  the 
next  Legislature  re-appropriate  this  money,  with  an  addi- 
tional amount  sufficient  to  build  the  Ward.    .  > 

In  1917  there  was  appropriated  the  sum  of  $80,000  for 
Ward  "J",  which  building  was  designed  for  the  purpose  of 
caring  for  violent  and  unclean  patients.  The  structure  is 
98  feet  long  and  33  feet  wide  and  contains  38  rooms.  It  is 
connected  with  Ward  "H"  by  a  corridor  of  access, 
42  feet  long.  Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  sum  ap- 
propriated it  was  impossible  to  have  the  entire  work  done 
by  competitive  bidding,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  under- 
took the  work  of  constructing  the  foundations.  Before 
work  was  commenced,  however,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  slightly  reduce  the  dimensions  of  the  structure  in  order 
that  we  might  have  a  completed  building  with  the  money 
on  hand.  This  was  done,  and  the  plans  were  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  as  required  by  law. 

This  building  has  been  completed  by  your  Board  and 
is  occupied  for  the  present,  not  by  violent  and  unclean 
patients,  however,  but  by  a  working  class  of  patients,  who 
are  faithful  and  perform  manual  labor  every  day  and  have 
proven  themselves  to  be  willing  and  deserving. 

We  must  say  that  we  have  not  found  it  necessary  to 
confine  our  violent  and  unclean  patients  in  the  man- 
ner it  was  proposed  when  this  building  was  planned 
by  our  late  Superintendent,  Dr.  Fitzsimmons.  In  other 
words,  our  present  Superintendent,  Dr.  Lynch,  by  reason 
of  the  excellent  results  he  has  accomplished  in  the  treat-

ment  of  this  class  of  patients  in  the  Wards,  prefers  not  to 
segregate  them  in  private  rooms  in  this  way. 

We  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon  those  in  authority, 
the  necessity  of  furnishing  sufficient  money  to  hurry  the 
completion  of  the  Hospital;  especially  the  Administration 
Building,  Wards,  Patients  Dining  Room  "KII",  the  Re- 
frigerating Plant,  and  also  the  Corridors  which  will  insure 
safe  access  from  the  Loggia  and  the  Wards  to  the  patients' 
Dining  Rooms  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  and  at 
the  same  time  adequately  enclose  the  Exercising  Courts 
for  patients. 

At  present  there  is  but  one  Exercising  Court  available, 
two  sides  of  which  are  well  enclosed  with  permanent 
buildings;  a  third  side  is  enclosed  by  a  low  temporary- 
wooden  corridor  in  a  state  bordering  on  dilapidation  and 
subject  to  fire  hazard,  and  the  fourth  side  is  enclosed  with 
a  temporary  wire  fence  far  from  being  secure.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Lunacy  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities 
has  repeatedly  urged  the  completion  of  these  Courts. 

There  can  hardly  be  any  question  that  two  complete 
Exercising  Courts  are  an  urgent  necessity  in  view 
of  the  continued  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
Hospital.  The  construction  of  corridors  leading  to  the 
Dining  Rooms  will  constitute  permanent  enclosures  for 
these  Courts. 

The  Hospital,  that  is,  so  much  of  it  as  is  constructed, 
is  crowded  beyond  its  capacity.  This  condition  makes  the 
responsibility  of  the  management  much  greater  than  it 
would  be  otherwise,  and  increases  the  labor  and 
expense  of  maintenance.  To  manage  a  Hospital  fully 
completed  and  equipped  with  its  normal  allotment  of 
patients  is  one  thing,  but  to  operate  a  half  completed  and 
equipped  one  crowded  with  patients  far  beyond  its  estim- 
ated capacity  is  an  entirely  different  proposition.  However, 
we  have  endeavored  to  make  the  best  of  things  at  hand 
and  have,  to  the  full  extent  of  our  ability,  carried  on  our 
work  accomplishing  results  far  beyond  our  expectations. 
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OFFICIAL  AND  OTHER  DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS 


During  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  glad  through 
the  Superintendent  to  extend  the  courtesies  and  hospitahty 
I  of  the  Hospital  to  many  prominent  official  and  distin- 
guished visitors.  We  especially  welcome  those  who  are 
engaged  in  the  work  of  caring  and  treating  the  unfor- 
tunate sick,  poor  and  insane,  as  well  as  such  officials  and 
taxpayers  who  are  also  interested  in  the  subject.  We  wish 
them  to  become  acquainted  with  our  work  in  all  its  details, 
examine  our  plant,  and  we  will  welcome  any  suggestions 
for  improvement  they  may  desire  to  make. 

We  have  a  resolution  on  our  minute  book  which 
admits  to  the  meetings  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  all  per- 
sons who  are  engaged  or  interested  in  the  work,  and  we 
hope  in  this  way  that  we  may  learn  something 
that  will  improve  the  service.  Every  day  is  visiting  day 
I  at  Farview.  We  have  no  special  visiting  days. 

The  Chairman  and  several  members  of  the  Committee 
I  of  Lunacy  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  also  the 
{  Secretary,  have  visited  the  Hospital  a  number  of  times 
during  the  past  two  years.   By  reason  of  their  knowledge 
and  long  experience  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
insane,  their  advice  and  counsel  are  always  appreciated  by 
y  this  Board.  Their  presence  inspires  and  encourages  the 
management  in  our  work  and  we  are  pleased  that  they 
agree  with  us  that  there  is  still  opportunity  for  improve- 
ment in  hospital  methods,  and  that  the  highest  ideals  have 
not  yet  been  reached.  The  Committee  on  Lunacy  and  its 
Secretary,  Dr.  Woodbury,  are  welcome  visitors  to  Farview. 
'  Among  other  visitors  were  the  Hon.  J.  Hampton 

Moore,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia;  Hon.  Ernest  L.  Tustin, 
Diredor  of  Public  Welfare,  Philadelphia;  Richard  Weglein, 
Esq.,  President  of  the  Councils,  Philadelphia;  William  P. 
Roper,  a  member  of  Councils,  Philadelphia;  Hon.  Charles

Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  Philadelphia;  P.  F.  Moy- 
lan,  M.  D.,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Char- 
ities, Philadelphia;  Norman  MacLeod,  Esq.,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Lunacy,  Philadelphia;  Louis  Wolf,  Esq.,  also 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy,  Philadelphia; 
Daniel  J.  McCarthy,  M.  D.,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  Philadelphia;  Mr.  Bromley  Wharton,  Secretary 
Board  of  Public  Charities;  Hon.  Thomas  E.  Connolly,  Judge 
of  Brighton's  Court,  Boston;  Major  Thomas  L.  Walsh,  Bos^ 
ton;  Hon.  M.  F.  Sando,  Judge  of  the  Orphans  Court,  Scran- 
ton;  George  Fields,  wholesale  and  retail  hardware  mer- 
chant, Philadelphia;  Charles  J.  Wetter,  Builder  and  Con- 
tractor, Philadelphia,  and  many  others. 

CONCLUSIONS 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  make  an  earnest  appeal  to 
those  officials  who  have  the  power  and  authority,  to  agree 
with  us,  that  this  Institution  should  be  completed  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  approved  over  twelve  years  ago  at  which 
time  the  comer-stone  was  laid,  and  the  work  of  construc- 
tion in  piecemeal  fashion  has  been  carried  on  ever  since. 

The  location  for  the  Hospital  and  the  natural  resour- 
ces at  our  command,  all  of  which  should  be  worked  out 
and  developed  in  due  course  with  the  general  work  of  the 
Institution,  gives  great  promise  of  such  beneficial  results 
that  must  be  obtained  for  suffering  humanity  that  we  shall 
never  have  cause  to  regret  that  Farview  Hospital  was 
founded,  developed  and  perpetuated  by  our  great  Common- 
wealth. 

We  congratulate  our  Superintendent,  Wm.  M.  Lynch, 
M.  D.,  upon  the  splendid  work  he  has  achieved  in  his  man- 
agement of  the  Hospital.  We  also  extend  our  thanks  to 
the  Assistant  Physicians,  the  Chief  Supervisor,  Outside 
Foreman,  Engineer  and  all  employees  whose  devotion  to 
duty  has  never  been  questioned  and  who  have  so  ably  assis- 
ted in  reaching  the  high  standard  we  feel  we  have  attained. 
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After  all,  we  realize  that  while  we,  as  Trustees,  have 
been  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  con^truding 
and  carrying  on  this  important  work  and  are  in  immediate 
charge  of  its  admini^ation,  nevertheless,  it  mu^  be  ap- 
parent to  every  mind  that  it  is  to  the  friendly  attitude,  co- 
operation and  confidence  of  the  principal  officers  of  the 
Commonwealth  that  our  success  mu^  be  attributed. 

Therefore,  in  concluding  this  report  of  two  years' 
work,  we  wish  to  make  sincere  acknowledgement,  and 
return  our  hearty  thanks,  to  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  his  continued,  friendly  interest  in  Farview,  to 
the  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Appropriation  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  also  to  the  Board  of  Public  Charities, 
and  especially  to  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  for  their  kind 
encouragement  and  advice.

At  the  reque^  of  my  brethren,  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, I  have  undertaken  the  task  of  adding  to  this  report  a 
few  words  on  the  hfe  and  charader  of  the  late  Dr.  Thomas 
C.  Fitzsimmons,  who  was  the  fir^  Superintendent  of  this 
Hospital  and  who  was  one  of  those  who  lir^  advocated  its 
con^rudtion. 

While  Dr.  Fitzsimmons  was  well  known  to  several  of 
the  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  there  are 
three  members  of  the  Board  today  who  served  in  that 
capacity  during  the  two  years  or  more  of  Dr.  Fitzsimmons' 
incumbency  as  Superintendent.  These  members  are  Mr. 
Charles  H.  Dorfiinger,  ex-Judge  Harlan  A.  Denney  and 
the  writer. 

Dr.  Wm.  M.  Lynch,  our  present  Superintendent,  how- 
ever, was  also  a  member  of  the  Board  for  nearly  two 
years  before  Dr.  Fitzsimmons'  death  and  succeeded  him  as 
Superintendent, 

I  am  sure  that  it  is  also  a  matter  of  interest  in  this 
connection  to  know,  and  it  will  not  be  inappropriate  to 
state  it  here,  that  our  present  honored  Governor,  William 
C.  Sproul,  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  com- 
mission for  the  construction  and  erection  of  the  Hospital 
and  served  during  the  period  of  its  exigence,  not  only  as 
a  member,  but  also  as  its  Treasurer.  In  1911,  when  the 
re-organization  took  place  and  the  Hospital,  so  far  as  con- 
^ruded,  was  transferred  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr. 
Sproul  was  immediately  appointed  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  also  served  as  Treasurer  until  a  couple  of  years 
ago,  when  owing  to  the  pressure  of  business  he  was  com- 
pelled to  resign  that  po^,  but  continued  his  membership 
on  the  Board,  until  he  was  inaugurated  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth.       •  , 

It  was  an  honor  and  great  pleasure  to  serve  with  him 
as  a  fellow-member  of  the  Board,  and  no  one  more  appre- 
ciated his  kindly  advice,  encouragement  and  support  than 
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did  Dr.  Fitzsimmons.  I  regret  he  did  not  live  long  enough 
to  see  his  friend  elevated  to  the  high  office  of  Chief  Exec- 
tive  of  our  State. 

Dr.  Fitzsimmons'  life,  especially  in  his  connexion 
with  this  Hospital,  will,  in  many  respe(Sls,  read  like  a 
romance.  It  would  surely  give  a  foundation  upon  which 
could  be  built  the  narrative  of  a  boy,  bom  of  poor  but 
frugal,  industrious  parents,  who,  being  endowed  with  en- 
ergy, pluck  and  grit, started  out  in  the  world,  relying  upon 
his  own  resources,  maintained  himself,  educated  him- 
self in  college,  and  finally  graduated  in  medicine  at  an 
early  age.  Thus  humble  was  his  origin.  The  little  rough 
weather-boarded,  one  story  and  a-half  mountaineer's  cabin, 
where  he  was  bom  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1858,  still 
nestles  on  a  little  plateau  on  the  mountain-side  almost 
within  sight  of  the  spot  where  this  Hospital  now  stands. 
The  quaint  10  by  12  frame  peaked  roof,  one-story  school- 
house  where  he  received  his  rudimentary  education,  is  in 
close  proximity  to  the  little  home,  the  remains  of  which 
are  still  to  be  seen.  It  was  here  on  this  spot  he  realized 
the  dream  of  his  life  by  the  rearing  of  this  wonderful  in- 
stitution. He  told  me  that  his  dear  father  was  afflided 
with  epilepsy  and  that  he  took  a  great  intere^  in  his  case, 
nursed  him  and  cared  for  him,  and  by  reason  thereof  he 
made  up  his  mind  v/hen  he  became  a  physician  that  he 
would  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  nervous  diseases — in 
other  words,  as  a  pradticing  physician  he  would  make 
nervous  diseases  a  specialty. 

'  He  was  actively  intere^ed  in  the  legislation  at  Harris- 
burg,  in  1905,  when  the  Legislature  enadted  the  adt  creating 
the  Commission  to  begin  the  work  of  selecting  the  site  and 
the  con^mdion  of  the  Hospital.  Being  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  during  that  particular  session,  I 
recall  the  active  part  he  took  in  urging  upon  the  members 
of  the  Legislature  the  great  necessity  exiting  in  our  Com- 
monwealth for  the  eredtion  of  an  in^itution  for  the  Crim- 
inal Insane.  He  believed  that  this  particular  class  of  men- 
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tally  affected  patients  could  be  handled,  treated  and  cared 
for  at  a  much  greater  advantage  to  themselves  if  they 
were  segregated  from  the  innocent  insane  class  with 
whom,  at  that  time,  they  were  associated  in  other  in^itu- 

tionS. 

After  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  was 
organized  and  proceeded  to  take  up  the  consideration  of 
the  work  entru^ed  to  their  care,  Dr.  Fitzsimmons  was 
unanimously  seledted  as  Superintendent  of  Construction. 
He  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  site  for  the  Hospi- 
tal, which  at  fir^  consi^ed  of  365  acres,  deeded  to  the 
State  for  the  consideration  of  one  dollar  by  the  Delaware 
and  Hudson  Railroad  Company.  If  it  had  not  been  for  his 
adivity  in  this  behalf,  it  is  probable  the  in^itution  would 
have  been  located  elsewhere  lhan  at  Farview. 

In  1912  when  two  Wards  were  finished,  plus  the 
Loggia  which  forms  the  centre,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
that  the  same  should  be  occupied  immediately  by  patients 
in  order  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  in  other 
State  in^itutions,  and  also  to  segregate  the  criminal  insane 
patients.  In  addition  to  the  two  Wards  and  Loggia  being 
con^ruded  together  with  the  basement  under  each  of 
these  buildings,  the  only  additional  parts  of  the  plant  com- 
pleted at  that  time  were  the  power  house.llaundry,  temporary 
ice  house,  reservoir,  a  frame  indu^al  building  and  a  remod- 
eled frame  railroad  ^tion  where  attendants  were  quar- 
tered. A  temporary  kitchen  and  dining  rooms  were 
equipped  in  the  basements.  Thus,  under  mo^  adverse 
circum^ances,  Dr.  Fitzsimmons  took  upon  himself  the 
responsibility  in  a  mere  nucleus  of  a  hospital  to  begin  the 
work  of  caring  for  patients. 

For  a  period  of  three  years  this  condition  exited  with 
a  population  in  1913  of  171  patients;  1914  of  181  patients, 
and  in  1915  of  277  patients.  Without  any  previous  in^i- 
tutional  experience  worth  mentioning,  he  took  upon  him- 
self this  great  responsibility,  making  the  be^  of  everything 
at  his  command  and  came  through  the  ordeal  with  mar- 
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velous  success  and  great  credit  to  himself.  He  possessed 
the  attributes  of  character  which  fitted  him  for  his  work. 
Kindliness  and  forbearance,  patience  and  fortitude  en- 
ergy and  perseverance  were  his  chief  charadteristics.  If  I 
were  asked  to  tell  what  I  thought  to  be  his  greater  attri- 
bute of  character,  I  would  answer — kindliness.  No  matter 
the  offense  a  patient  might  commit,  or  the  rule 
he  might  violate,  or  how  violent  or  unruly  he 
might  become,  he  was  treated  like  a  child  who  did  not 
realize  what  he  had  done.  In  fadt  he  was  so  engrossed  in 
his  work,  so  humane  in  every  adt  and  deed  that  he  would 
never  say  he  could  not  help  re^ore  or  improve  a  patient's 
ailment,  no  matter  how  serious  his  malady  might  be 
classed.  He  never  was  heard  to  say,  "He  is  incurable.  I 
cannot  help  him  to  grow  better."  He  was  always  ready  to 
li^en  to  a  new  thought  or  sugge^ion  regarding  the  care 
and  treatment  of  his  patients,  and  once  convinced  of 
their  merits  he  was  anxious  and  persi^ent  to  carry 
them  into  effedl. 

In  conversing  with  him  many  times  upon  matters 
connedled  with  the  welfare  of  his  "fellow-coloni^"  as  he 
always  called  his  patients,  he  never  tried  to  impress  one 
with  the  fad  that  he  knew  more  about  the  subjedt  than 
you  did,  although  at  the  same  time  he  being  a  physician, 
you  felt  if  you  were  a  layman  that  his  knowledge  was 
superior  to  yours.  He  was  as  simple  as  a  child  in  his 
tastes  and  I  never  knew  him  to  complain  or  express  him- 
self as  being  aggrieved  because  sometimes  matters  did 
not  just  revolve  to  suit  him.  He  possessed  a  wonderful 
control  over  the  insane  classes.  It  was  always  with  him 
in  speaking  of  those  in  his  charge,  "He  is  afflidted  with"  so 
and  so,  whatever  the  type  of  insanity  might  be.  "This, 
by  some,  has  been  said  to  be  incurable,  but  we  will  en- 
deavor to  help  him".  In  other  words,  he  never  looked  upon 
a  patient  as  one  he  could  not  benefit  mentally  and  physi- 
cally, but  always  expressed  himself  as  of  the  opinion  that 
there  was  none  so  bad  he  could  not  be  improved, 
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He  introduced  at  Farview  many  features  in  the  care 
of  his  patients  that  never  before  had  been  practised  in  any- 
other  hospital.  He  was  continually  trying  to  work  out  new 
ideas,  thoughts  and  methods  never  before  undertaken  by 
any  physician  engaged  in  the  work.  The  same  purpose  he 
had  in  mind  in  the  construdtion  of  the  plant.  It  was  al- 
ways his  argument,  "We  must  improve  upon  old  cu^oms 
and  methods." 

Dr.  Fitzsimmons's  one  thought  was  ever  of  his  patients, 
and  while  I  cannot  say  that  at  fir^  he  possessed  the  exec- 
utive ability  to  condud  the  other  part  of  the  work  con- 
si^ing  of  the  operation  of  the  hospital  plant,  he  certainly 
never  negledted  his  patients.  He  con^ntly  improved  in 
the  executive  work,  however,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  had  he 
lived,  he  would  have  been  as  efficient  in  his  administrative 
work  as  he  was  in  his  duties  as  a  physician. 

My  association  with  him  was  very  close,  and  we  were 
great  friends.  I  feel  that  the  interest  which  I  have  taken 
in  the  work  to  a  large  extent  was  stimulated  by  my  asso- 
ciation with  the  Dodor.  He  always  said,  when  speaking 
to  the  writer  as  associating  me  with  himself  that,  "We 
were  doing  team  work  together".  Although  he  was  rather 
frail  and  short  in  stature,  not  a  strong  robust  man,  I  have 
seen  him  subdue  and  calm  a  violent  patient,  a  task  which 
others  much  stronger  and  better  able  toprotedt  them- 
selves, feared  to  undertake. 

In  the  construction  and  equipment  of  this  Hospital  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  criminal  insane  he  lived  to 
realize  the  dream  of  his  life.  He  often  spoke  to  me  of  its 
greatness  and  grandeur,— located  as  it  is  on  a  plateau 
which  seems  to  have  been  made  purposely  therefor,  mid- 
way on  one  of  the  graceful  peaks  of  the  Moosic  range  of 
of  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains,  an  ideal  site  to  accomplish 
the  work  for  which  it  was  founded. 

He  no  sooner  placed  the  management  on  a  high  plane 
and  had  just  begun  to  feel  that  the  responsibilities  were 
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growing  lighter  on  his  shoulders  when  the  Master  called 
him  to  the  Great  Beyond. 

He  was  granted  his  last  request  that  he  might  be 
buried  on  the  property  of  the  Hospital  at  Farview  which 
to  him  was  hallowed  ground. 

The  last  year  and  a  half  of  his  life's  work  was  per- 
formed under  painful  and  distressing  physical  conditions 
on  account  of  the  afflidtion  that  had  befallen  him,  and 
which  brought  about  his  death.  He  lies  buried  yonder  on 
the  slope  of  the  hill  in  the  little  pine  grove  which  com- 
mands a  view  of  the  pidturesque  scenery  prevailing 
in  this  sedion  where  he  was  reared,  and  from  his  resting 
place  can  be  viewed  for  a  distance  of  ftfty  miles  the  ever- 
lasting range  of  the  historic  Catskills,  over  the  top  of 
which  may  be  seen  the  first  glimpse  of  the  rising  sun 
sending  its  blaze  of  glorious  light  over  mountain  peak  and 
through  vale  and  valley,  calling  as  it  were  to  duty,  for  the 
day,  those  who  have  succeeded  this  good  man  in  the  great 
work  at  Farview  in  behalf  of  afflidled  and  suffering 
humanity.  He  deserves  a  monument  at  the  hands  of  his 
neighbors  and  fellow  workers,  and  we  hope  to  see  one 
eredted  that  will  be  an  endearing  tribute  to  his  work 
and  memory.  .  ;v

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Superintendent's  Reportt 

To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  THfe  State  HosFif  al 

FOR  THE  CRlRilHAL  INSANE» 

GENTLEMEN:  ' 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Fourth  An* 
nual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  for  a  period  of  two  years 
beginning  May  31, 1918  and  ending  May  31, 1920»  together 
with  stati^ics  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities: 

The  total  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  May  31^,  1918  Was  432.  Thete  was 
admitted  during  these  two  statistical  years  208  patients. 
The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  this  period 
was  108,  a  large  majority  of  the  deaths  being  due  to  the 
influenza  epidemic  of  1918,  which  is  related  more  at  length 
hereafter.  The  number  of  elopmehts  from  the  Hospital 
for  these  two  stati^ical  years  was  6.  the  total  number  of 
patients  discharged  and  transferred  from  the  Hospital  dur- 
ing 1918  and  1919  was  25.  The  total  number  of  patients 
in  the  Hospital  on  May  31^,  1920  was  50L 

In  the  month  of  Odtober  1918  the  Hospital  was  Visited 
by  the  influenza  epidemic  at  a  time  whfeh  our  medical 
staff,  and  the  number  of  attendants  ot  guards  em- 
ployed, was  reduced  to  a  minimum  because  of  their  enli^- 
ment  in  the  war.  This  terrible  malady  came  suddenly 
into  the  in^itution,  without  any  previous  warning  what- 
ever, and  after  your  Superintendent  had  placed  the  Hos- 
pital under  a  mo^  strict  and  rigid  sy^em  of  quarantine  in 
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the  hope  that  we  might  escape  from  the  ravages  of  this 
loathsome  disease.  Within  a  period  of  two  weeks,  we  had 
approximately  200  patients  in  bed  with  influenza.  Our 
dormitories  were  converted  into  hospital  wards,  as  well  as 
the  day  rooms,  and  every  opportunity  offered  was  imme- 
diately grasped  in  order  to  check,  if  not  to  eradicate  the 
disease. 

The  second  person  in  the  in^itution  to  succumb 
to  the  disease  was  Dr.  Ceorge  G.  Gill,  a  member  of  our 
staff  and  then  adting  as  Fir^  Assi^nt  Physician,  which 
position  was  previously  occupied  by  Dr.  Walter  R.  Krauss 
who  was  at  that  time  in  the  service,  and,  in  fadt,  in  France 
with  his  command.  Dr.  Gill,  however,  developed  influenza- 
pneumonia,  and  died  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after  he 
became  affected.  The  total  number  of  patients  stricken 
with  this  disease  was  360,  and  their  illness  covered  a  pe- 
riod of  about  six  weeks.  By  reason  of  the  lack  of  the 
proper  number  of  attendants  and  physicians,  we  endeav- 
ored to  fill  up  our  depleted  ranks  by  searching  the  neigh- 
borhood. While  we  were  able  to  secure,  in  this  way,  a 
few  extra  attendants,  we  were  obliged  to  send  to  Philadel- 
phia for  a  physician.  Dr.  Clark  B.  Holbrook  responded  to 
our  call,  coming  immediately  to  the  Hospital  and  render- 
ing valiant  service  in  his  attention  and  devotion  to  our 
afllidted  patients.  After  we  passed  through  this  terrible 
period  of  digress,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Tru^ees  the  retention  of  Dr.  Holbrook  in  the 
position  of  Fir^t  Assistant  Physician,  a  vacancy  exiting 
caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Gill,  who  had  been 
temporarily  promoted,  and  the  fad  of  Dr.  Krauss  being 
then  in  the  U.  S.  Army  service  in  France.  The  Board 
of  Tru^ees,  responding  to  my  recommendation,  eleded 
Dr.  Holbrook  to  the  position  as  Fir^  Assist  Physician, 
which  position  he  occupied  until  the  return  of  Dr.  Krauss 
in  September  1919,  whereupon  he  was  eleded,  upon  my 
recommendation,  to  the  position  as  Second  Assi^nt  Phy- 
sician, which  position  he  still  holds. 

At  the  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  our  Hospital,  we 
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immediately  confined  all  those  afflidled  in  the  Infirmary 
and  made  every  effort  to  care  for  them  in  this  department 
of  our  in^itution,  but  the  number  increased  so  rapidly 
that  it  was  absolutely  impossible,  and  it  was  soon  filled  to 
a  large  number  over  its  capacity,  and  we  were  compelled 
to  seek  other  quarters.  There  was  nothing  left  to  be  done 
but  to  convert  two  day  wards  into  hospital  wards,  and 
in  this  way  the  re^  of  those  who  were  afflided 
were  cared  for. 

One  cause  for  the  large  number  afflided  with  this 
disease  was  the  fad  that  75%  of  our  patients,  at  this  time, 
averaged  between  25  and  45  years  of  age.  It  is  generally 
known,  from  stati^ics  gathered  from  all  over  the  country, 
that  persons  of  this  age  seemed  to  be  more  susceptible  to 
the  disease  than  those  more  advanced  in  years,  and  re- 
sulted in  more  fatalities  than  to  persons  of  more  advanced 
age.  We  admini^ered  as  treatment  every  sort  of  remedy 
known  to  medical  science,  at  that  time,  that  we  could 
learn  was  used  to  combat  the  disease,  and  supplied  our  pa- 
tients with  the  mo^  competent  nursing  that  could  be  ob- 
tained, which  fortunately  we  were  able  to  secure  through 
the  assi^ance  of  the  Red  Cross  and  other  societies.  The 
be^  results,  I  must  say,  were  produced  from  nutritious 
food,  fresh  air  and  careful  nursing.  Out  of  a  total  popula- 
tion of  476  patients,  360  were  more  or  less  afflided  with 
the  disease,  and  52  died.  It  was  a  fearful  ordeal  through 
which  we  passed,  and  while  our  death  list  seems  to  be 
large,  I  feel  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  prompt,  kmd 
and  generous  assistance  that  was  given  me  by  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Hospital,  the  nurses  employed,  the  physi- 
cians, and  many  of  the    patients    who   realized  the 
dilemma  into  which  we  had  suddenly  been  thrown  and 
offered  their  services,  which  we  found  very  useful,  the  re- 
sult would  have  been  much  worse.  I,  therefore,  desire 
here  to  extend  my  thanks  to  each  and  every  one  who  so 
courageously  and  devotedly  gave  us  help  which  was  so 
imperative  for  us  to  have  under  such  distressing  circura- 
,  stances. 
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I  consider  that  the  work  in  our  Hospital  has  greatly 
advanced  during  the  past  two  years,  and  I  speak  first  in 
this  regard  of  the  result  of  the  care  and  treatment  afforded 
the  patients.  I  have  been  successful  beyond  my  greatest 
expedationsin  rendering  permanent  improvement  as  a  re- 
sult of  providing  occupation  for  a  very  large  number  of 
our  patients,  many  of  whom  a  year  ago  were  absolutely 
unable  to  concentrate  their  mind  upon  any  given  work, 
and  who  are  now  following  certain  lines  of  employment 
that  are  not  only  beneficial  to  the  Hospital  from  a  financial 
stendpomt,  but  has  so  far  improved  the  mental  condition 
of  the  patient,  that  it  permits  of  my  recommendation  for  a 
much  larger  scope  in  this  line  of  work. 

I  herewith  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  follow- 
mg  cases  showing  the  result  of  Occupational-Therapy: 


.1     Registered  No.  637: 

Age,  30;  color,  white;  civil  condition,  single;  occupa- 
tion, barber. 

Patient  was  admitted  June  6th,  1919,  having  been 
brought  from  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison. 
Charge:  Homicide 

Sentence:  Declared  insane  while  awaiting  trial. 

Mental  examination  of  patient  showed  that  he  had  de- 
lusions, systematized  and  persistent.  Patient  stated  that 
his  name  was  Omega  of  Christ  and  that  his  father's  name 
was  God,  and  that  God  is  eledricity.  Patient  stated  fur- 
ther that  he  was  brought  on  earth  to  vindicate  his  father's 
crucifixion  and  free  his  sufferings,  and  that  he  had  re- 
ceived  instrudions  from  his  father  (God)  to  go  to  the 
power  house  in  the  city  and  kill  the  firemen  because  they 
are  the  devils  that  keep  the  fires  going  and  make  the 
eledtncity.  Patient  says  that  he  believes  it  is  right  for 
him  to  kill  persons.  That  elearicity  is  torturing  people  at 
large  and  that  he  was  direded  to  relieve  these  persons 
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from  torture.  When  questioned  as  to  the  reason  of  his 
belief  that  eledricity  was  his  father,  patient  gives  the  fol- 
lowing:  "Eledricity  is  known  to  me  as  a  living,  human. 
Christian,  kind,  harmless  and  intelligent  force.   It  is  the 
first  cause  of  every  cause.  It  is  the  creator  of  mankind 
and  its  very  benefador.  It  is  a  very  serious  crime  in  the 
treatment  it  is  getting  at  the  hands  of  so-called  Christians, 
imprisoned  in  wire,  taking  messages,  pushing  trolley  cars 
in  a  terrible  and  continuous  state  of  slavery  and  torture, 
not  a  minute's  rest  or  a  drop  of  water  to  quench  its  thirst. 
Such  mean  unkindness.    Such  terrible  barbarism.  How 
cruel  has  this  world  become  towards  its  very  Creator;  but 
is  a  person  not  to  be  pitied  because  he  is  not  capable  of 
making  himself  understood?  Such  is  the  case  of  our  good 
father."  Patient  remained  on  the  ward  for  three  months 
before  he  could  be  convinced  that  occupation  would  be 
the  best  thing  for  his  ease  of  mind.  At  that  time  he  be- 
gan as  assistant  to  the  barber,  although  he  refused  to  use 
the  power  clippers  due  to  his  delusions.  Patient  was 
lucid,  oriented,  coherent,  showed  interest  in  his  surround- 
ings; attention  good;  memory  good  for  remote  and  re- 
cent events;  judgment  impaired;  exaggerated  ego.  Pa- 
tient continued  to  assist  the  barber  for  more  than  a  year, 
when  he  requested  to  be  given  some  other  occupation. 
During  this  year  of  occupation,  one  could  see,  by  close 
observation  and  questioning,  that  a  doubt  had  been  created 
in  his  mind  as  to  the  corredness  of  his  delusions.  Patient 
became  interested  in  music  about  two  months  ago,  and 
agreed  to  be  instrudor  of  the  Hospital  band  during  prac- 
tice, a  position  he  had  refused  a  short  time  previously,  stat- 
ing "he  did  not  care  to  do  so  as  they  were  obliged  to  do 
their  pradicing  by  eledric  light,  which  was  contrary  to 
his  belief".  At  present  he  is  ading  as  in^ructor  and 
transposes  many  pieces  of  music  for  the  band.  Patient 
states  about  two  weeks  ago,  which  has  been  one  year  and 
five  months  since  his  admission  to  this  Hospital,  that  he 
realized  the  false  belief  that  he  had  been  laboring  under 
and  had  regained  his  reasoning  power.  At  present  pa- 
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tient  denies  having  any  delusions  or  hallucinations;  mem 
ory  good;  judgment  good;  oriented  m  all  spheres;  co- 
herent; attention  good;  neat  and  tidy  about  his  person; 
polite  and  agreeable.  Has  requeued  that  he  be  returned 
for  trial  so  that  he  may  gain  his  freedom.

Age,  30  years;  color,  white;  civil  condition,  married; 
occupation,  shipping  clerk. 

Patient  was  admitted  July  19th,  1919,  having  been 
transferred  to  this  In^itution  by  order  of  Court 

Charge:   Conspiracy  and  Threats 

Sentence:  Found  insane  while  awaiting  trial. 

Mental  examination  upon  admission  revealed  delu- 
sions of  an  expansive  type,  but  not  sy^ematized.  Pa- 
tient stated  that  he  desired  everyone  to  join  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  and  then  when  released  he  would  free  the 
world.  Threatened  to  blow  the  place  up  if  they  did  not 
obey  his  commands.  Very  loquacious;  silly  at  times; 
disoriented  in  all  spheres;  incoherent  train  of  thought; 
rnemory  impaired;  flight  of  ideas;  judgment  impaired;  atten- 
tion poor;  psycho-motoractivity;  very  annoying  to  the 
other  patients,  as  he  considered  he  was  their  boss;  ap- 
prehension poor;  would  always  address  the  officials  and 
guards  by  the  name  of  some  of  his  friends;  noisy  and 
de^ructive,  so  was  restrained  to  prevent  any  injury  to  his 
person;  physical  condition  fair.  Patient  continued  in  the 
above  mental  condition  for  two  months,  after  which  time 
he  became  quieter  so  that  he  could  be  persuaded  to  at 
least  push  a  polisher  about  the  floor  of  the  ward.  Pa- 
tient refused  to  talk  civilly  to  his  relatives  when  they  called 
to  visit  him.  From  that  time  on  he  was  gradually  given 
more  work  to  do,  such  as  work  m  the  patients'  dining 
room.  At  first  it  was  difficult  to  keep  him  busy  as  he  was 
inclined  to  loaf,  but  by  constant  persuasion  on  the  part  of 
the  Doctor  and  Supervisor  he  continued  to  have  more  in- 
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terest  in  his  work  and  was  more  enthusiastic.  His  mental 
condition  continued  to  show  improvement  so  that  by  Feb- 
ruary 1920  he  was  given  work  with  the  gardener  outside. 
Took  great  interest  in  the  work  and  showed  some  gain 
in  weight.  When  asked  how  he  felt,  always  stated  "bet- 
ter then  ever".  About  this  time  he  had  analyzed  his  delu- 
sions to  such  an  extent,  and  together  with  the  aid  of  the 
officials,  that  he,  himself,  began  to  joke  about  his  actions 
upon  admission;  memory  improved;  judgment  fair;  no 
delusions  or  hallucinations;  quiet  and  orderly;  began  to 
take  more  pride  in  his  dress;  would  look  forward,  from 
week  to  week,  to  his  visit  with  his  friends  and  relatives. 
Continued  to  be  employed  about  the  grounds,  and  mental 
condition  has  so  far  returned  to  normal  that  he  was  dis- 
charged from  this  Institution  as  restored  on  the  6th  day  of 
July  1920.  He  returned  with  his  family  and  has  since 
been  in  the  best  of  health  and  assumed  his  fonner  oc^ 
cupation.  ■  ■  .

Age,  40  years;  color,  white;  civil  condition,  married; 
occupation,  laborer. 

Patient  was  admitted  October  31st,  1916,  having  been 
transferred  by  order  of  Court 

Charge:  Felonious  Assault  and  Battery  . 

Sentence:  Three  years. 

Mental  examination  of  patient  was  very  unsatisfac- 
tory, patient  refusing  to  answer  any  questions  asked  by 
the  examiner.  Would  shrug  his  shoulders  and  look  out  of 
the  window  when  questioned.  Patient  appeared  worried; 
refuses  to  sit  down  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  guards  on 
the  ward;  very  untidy  about  his  dress;  consciousness 
clouded.  Patient  continued  in  the  above  mental  state  for 
one  month.  Placed  on  special  ward  and  wore  a  canvas 
suit.  The  first  evidence  shown  that  he  was  taking  more 
interest  in  his  surroundings  was  when  he  deliberately  up- 
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set  a  tray  of  dishes  that  a  waiter  was  carrying.  On  being 
returned  to  the  ward,  he  upset  a  table  and  was  restrained. 
Patient  continued  to  be  destructive  and  resistive  and  had 
frequent  fights  with  the  patients.  At  intervals  would  at- 
tack the  guards  for  no  apparent  reason  ascertainable,  as 
he  refused  to  talk  when  questioned.  Patient  continued  in 
a  stationary  mental  condition  for  nearly  two  years  before 
he  could  be  persuaded  to  do  any  work.  When  the  officials 
succeeded  in  reasoning  with  him  to  the  extent  of  getting 
him  to  do  a  little  work  about  the  ward,  his  mental  con- 
dition showed  gradual  improvement  so  that  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  1919  he  was  given  employment  outside,  first  at 
grading,  then  more  important  jobs,  until  he  became  one  of 
the  trusties  at  the  dairy  farm  in  January  1920.  Mental 
examination  at  this  time  showed  patient  oriented  in  all 
spheres;  coherent;  memory  fair  for  remote  and  recent 
events;  judgment  improved;  could  furnish  very  little 
information  as  to  his  family  history,  although  he  stated 
that  he  remembered  certain  guards  dressing  him  when  he 
was  first  admitted  to  this  hospital;  appetite  improved 
during  working  period,  and  gained  steadily  in  weight; 
very  polite  and  always  saluted  the  officials  as  he  did  his 
superiors  while  in  the  army.  At  this  time  had  lost  all  his 
pugnacious  attitude  so  that  he  was  a  quiet  and  peaceful 
patient.  Continued  his  outside  employment,  and  con- 
sidered a  very  good  worker.  After  several  interviews 
with  the  authorities  he  was  declared  restored  and  subject 
to  discharge.

Patient  was  admitted  September  13th,  1917,  having 
been  transferred  by  order  of  Court. 
Charge:  Burglary 
Sentence:  Time  provided  by  law. 
,  Mental  examination  of  patient  upon  arrival  at  this 
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institution  showed  delusions  of  an  expansive  nature,  pa- 
tient stating  that  he  came  here  on  a  special  train  and  was 
a  government  detective;  very  talkative  and  rambling  in 
his  speech;  acted  silly  and  foolish;  destructive;  pug- 
nacious; very  profane  and  obscene;  showed  preference 
for  the  company  of  one  of  the  patients  who  possessed  a 
pronounced  socialistic  trend  of  ideas  and  writings. 

Patient  was  given  the  usual  advice  from  the  officials,  and 
14  days  after  admission  was  taken  outside  to  work  assisting 
on  the  grading  in  front  of  the  Hospital.  Patient  continued 
to  work  outside  for  some  time  and  the  result  was  that  he 
became  quieter  and  rested  better;  appetite  improved; 
showed  increase  in  weight.  During  the  winter  the  pa- 
tient remained  inside  most  of  the  time  working  in  the 
wards,  and  other  odd  jobs  about  the  institution.  During 
this  time  the  patient  had  frequent  disturbed  periods.  The 
first  few  nights  after  patient's  arrival  here  he  was  missed 
at  inspection,  but  was  found  on  top  of  the  outside  of  the 
window,  clinging  to  the  bars.  When  questioned  as  to  the 
reason  of  such  a  performance  stated  that  "he  was  sent 
here  for  fresh  air  and  was  going  to  get  it".  The  following 
spring  he  was  employed  as  waiter  in  the  guards'  dining 
room  and  proved  satisfactory  and  trustworthy. 

Takes  frequent  walks  about  the  grounds  accom- 
panied by  the  guards.  Continued  to  work  in  the  dining- 
room  until  he  contracted  the  "flu"  at  which  time  he  had 
a  slight  disturbed  period.  .  .  Upon  his  recovery  from  the 
"flu"  and  his  disturbed  period,  he  was  given  work  outside, 
his  delusions  and  hallucinations  having  disappeared. 
Memory  good  for  both  remote  and  recent  events;  judg- 
ment shows  unprovement;  oriented  in  all  spheres;  co- 
herent; exhibits  great  interest  in  anything  that  he  under- 
takes and  seems  to  enjoy  his  outside  work;  conduct  ex- 
cellent; writes  frequent  letters  to  his  parents;  neat  and 
tidy  about  his  dress.  Patient  was  discharged  on  May 
10th,  1920  as  restored,  having  been  confined  in  this  insti- 
tution for  2  years,  7  months,  27  days.  Upon  his  release  he 
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returned  to  his  home  and  after  a  short  visit  with  his  par- 
ents and  friends  obtained  a  position  paying  him  $33.00  per 
week,  which  he  has  held  for  seven  months  to  the  khowl- 
edge  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Hospital.

Sentence:  Found  insane  while  awaiting  trial. 

Mental  exammation  upon  admission  revealed  that  pa- 
tient had  delusions  of  expansive  nature.  When  ques- 
tioned states  that  he  has  a  big  contract  and  came  up  here 
to  put  up  some  buildings  for  the  State;  declares  he  owns 
everything;  has  a  brother  who  is  a  millionaire;  has 
contracts  to  build  all  the  large  bridges  in  the  country,  also 
contracts  with  the  Coal  Company  to  put  up  their  breakers 
for  them;  states  he  is  going  to  build  houses  for  everyone 
around  this  neighborhood;  attention  easily  distracted; 
excitable;  exalted;  restless;  states  that  he  has  a  gold 
auto  that  cost  him  $10,000;  very  difficult  patient  to 
handle  on  the  ward,  as  he  cannot  be  convinced  that  he 
must  remain  here  until  discharged  by  Court;  persists  in 
coming  to  the  ward  door  and  requesting  to  be  allowed  to 
go  home  and  attend  to  his  contracts;  states  he  has  com- 
munications with  the  Holy  Ghost  in  all  matters  of  busi- 
ness; memory  impaired;  incoherent  train  of  thought; 
loquacious;  irrelevant  Patient  continued  in  the  same 
mental  condition  as  outlined  above  for  about  three  months 
when  he  was  persuaded  to  seek  some  employment,  and 
was  placed  in  the  dining  room  to  assist  with  the  work. 
Continued  to  be  employed  there  for  about  a  month,  after 
which  he  was  given  work  outside.  He  has  since  become  very 
quiet  and  orderly  and  mental  condition  showed  great  in> 
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provemenL  Patient  continued  to  follow  his  outside  em- 
ploj^nent  every  day  and  examination,  five  months 
after  he  was  first  employed,  was  as  follows:  Oriented; 
no  delusions  or  hallucinations  elicited;  memory  good  for 
remote  and  recent  events;  coherent;  judgment  good; 
Physical  condition  good;  gained  in  weight.  Patient 
continued  to  be  employed  and  showed  such  good  recovery 
both  mentally  and  physically  that  he  was  recommended 
by  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Trustees  to  Court  for 
discharge.  Patient  was  discharged  August  24th,  1920, 
and  returned  to  his  family  restored. 

What  is  being  accomplished  is  only  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture, as  we  mu^  await  results  to  realize  what  effe(5ts 
will  be  obtained.  It  is  my  conscientious  opinion  that  Oc- 
cupational-Therapy will,  unquestionably,  rank  as  the  fore- 
mo^  treatment  for  the  mentally  afflided  in  years  to  come. 
I  have  herein  set  forth  in  detail  a  statement  regarding  sev- 
eral of  the  mo^  pronounced  cases  that  have  been  treated 
in  the  Hospital  with  beneficial  results  to  the  extent  that 
many  of  them  arrived  at  such  a  degree  of  improvement 
that  they  no  longer  needed  our  cu^odial  care  and  treat- 
ment, and  upon  application  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  were 
recommended  to  the  court  by  whom  they  were  committed 
and  were  discharged.  With  the  exception  of  one  of  these 
cases,  I  believe  that  none  of  them  have  been  returned. 
Not  a  single  one  of  these  cases  mentioned,  as  far  as  I  am 
able  to  ascertain,  has  returned  to  their  previous  mental 
condition,  and  I  do  know,  as  a  matter  of  fad,  that  all  of 
them,  with  one  exception,  since  their  release,  have  been 
self-supporting. 

Being  an  incompleted  in^itution  and  possessing  only 
one  dining  room,  which  normally  accommodates  250  pa- 
tients, makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  feed  our  patients  in 
two  sedions  thereby  making  six  meals  a  day,  in  other 
words,  in^ead  of  serving  500  patients  at  one  sitting,  we 
are  only  able  to  serve  250,  and  this  requires  double  the 
meals  that  it  would  otherwise  be  necessary  to  prepare. 
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The  eredion  of  the  other  dining  room  specified  on  the 
plans  would  obviate  this  difficulty  and  relieve  us  of  this 
condition.  The  eredion  of  the  corridors  conneding  the 
units  of  buildings  already  con^ruded  will  greatly  facili- 
tate the  handling  of  patients  in  going  to  the  dining  room 
and  returing  therefrom  after  each  meal.  The  con^trudtion 
of  these  corridors  will  also  provide  for  the  exercise  yard, 
which,  at  present,  we  are  unable  to  use  to  any  great  ex- 
tent on  account  of  the  want  of  proper  protedion,  which 
can  only  be  given  when  these  various  units  are  conneded 
by  corridors. 

The  amusement  hall  for  the  patients  is  absolutely 
necessary.  We  consider  this  of  great  importance  and 
assistance  to  us  in  the  handling  of  our  patients.  At  pres- 
ent, moving  pidures  and  other  kinds  of  entertainment 
are  conduded  in  the  basements,  which  were  not  intended 
to  be  used  for  such  a  purpose  and  are  entirely  inadequate.
